LAUNCHING PRESIDENT' S STATE OF WORLD MESSAGE, KISSINGER 
SAYS HE NOT PESSIMISTIC ABOUT LONG- TERM PEACE PROSPECTS 
IN INDOCHINA AND BELIEVES VARIOUS DIFEICULTIES CAN BE 
AMELIORATED. IN RADIO ADDRESS ON MESSAGE, PRESIDENT 
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NIXON EXPRESSES HOPE INDOCHINA PROBLEMS AND CAMBODIA

14. AVIATION WEEK & SPACE TECHNOLOGY (4/23) CARRIES 
10 PAGES OF DETAILED BOMB DAMAGE PHOTOS TAKEN OVER 
HANOI AREA AFTER INTENSIVE BOMBING CAMPAIGN IN DECEMBER. 
FAULTS ADMINISTRATION FOR NOT HAVING MADE THESE PHOTOS 
AVAILABLE EARLIER AND THUS LOSING LARGE MEASURE OF 
CREDIBILITY; SAYS THEY OFFER FIRST PUBLIC EVIDENCE THAT
